His 
statement was made as the 
gov ernment announced it is 
taking ov er all the big Dutch 
businesses occup ied by their 
emp loyes.

rep ublic which won its indep end­ 
ence from the Netberland.« in 1949. 
Only the consulate in Jakarta 
would remain op en. 
Indonesia ki jM'essing the Neth­ 
erlands for surrender of West New 
Guinea, an area which the Dutch 
did not turn ov er wh€ *t this coun­ 
try became indep endent. The lat­ 
est Indonesian actions were p art 
of this p ressure camp aign. 
There are 46,000 Dutch dtize» a 
in Indonesia. Dutchmen own and 
op erate the country’s biggest and 
most strategic business firms. 
Manekom said the gov ernment 
wants to ev acuate all but skilled 
labor if p ossible, but m m those in 
this class would not be p rev ented 
from leav ing.

The W ashington Merry-Go-Round

LOS AN'GLLES—One of the most important 
parts of our mi.«sile development is the no.se

It must he strong enough to withstand 
a speed of several thou.sand mik-s an hour, yet 
light enough not to bog down the mkssile. 


In the latter part of 19^4, the man who did 
the pioneer work rm missile no.ses. Dr. Edward 
U. Condon, dro\e from Corning. N.Y., to Wash- 
ingtfm in his station wagon to deliver a new 
nose cone to the Xavy, 
Tlie Xavy. however, 
refused to ac-cept it. 
It had called in Dr. Condon and asked him to 
put his inventive genius to work devising the 
new missile nose. 
It needed the nose badly. 
But now it refused to accept it. 
Behind this paradoxical positwn was one of the 
most shameful chain.s of events in United States 
government. 
It illustrates why scientist.s w<^fe 
driven out of government and why the U.S.A. 
IS so tragically behind Rus.sia in science. 
What happened was that Richard Xixon 
as 
congressman from California and member of 
the un-American Activities Committee, had stag­ 
ed an investigation trf Dr. Condon in 1947-48. 
when Condon was director of the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington. There was no accu­ 
sation that Condon was a member of the Ck>m- 
munist party, only that his wife was gossipy, 
that they had attended a Yugoslav cocktail 
party, that he was guilty by association. 


Sped H-Bomb Development 
Condon was one of the best men ever to head 
the Bureau of Standards, was credited by Dr. 
Edward Teller with shortening development of 
the H-bomb by one year. 
5et Xixon, sitting 
on the powerful un-Amencan .Activities Com­ 
mittee. invci-ugaled every sentence he ever ut­ 
tered, checked on every important person he'd 
ever talked to. 
Averell Harriman, then .Secretary of Com­ 
merce and Condon’s boss, defended him. Condon 
was cleared. But eventually, lirixi of being hit 
over the head by Xixon’s investigation, he. like 
so many other scientists, decided to get out of 
government. He went to w'ork for Corning Glass 
at Corning, N.Y. 
To work for Corning, however, he had to dear 
another loyalty investigation, since Corning was 
handling government contracts. 
This was ex­ 
tremely thorough. 
Because of Nixon’s earlier 
charges, the eastern regional security board took 
from July 1953 to 1954 to act, at which time 
it completely cleared Dr. Condon. 
It was in July 
after he was cleared, 
that the Xavy asked him to go to work on the 
badly needed nose cone for missiles.

In thu.s acting,, he not only drove another 
valuable scientist away from a government proj­ 
ect. but he burl his own missile program. 
For Thomas’s subordinates, a day or two later, 
refused to accept the missile nose cone which 
Dr. Condon had rushed to completion and driven 
to Washington in his station wagon. 
Condon argued with the Navy that he already 
knew the .secret of the missile nose cone, since 
he himself had developed it. You can't put the 
egg back into the chicken, he said. 
It made no difference, Condon’s security clear­ 
ance had been removed, thanks to Nixon, and the 
Navy relused to accept the nose cone. Dr. Con­ 
don drove it back to Corning, N.Y. 
Three weeks later, the Navy called Condon, 
sheejnshly said they would take the missile nose 
com*, after all. 
.As developed by Condon, the 
cones are now the basis for our present-day 
missiles. 
Later, however, the Air Force blacklisted Corn­ 
ing Glass because Dr. Condon had no security 
clearance, and. rather than handicap his firm, 
he resigned. His bo.ss, stanch Republican Amory 
Houghton, now made aml^assador to Paris by 
President Eisenhower, thought so highly of Con­ 
don that he put up $100,000 for his independent 
research 
But Dr. Condon still is lost to govern­ 
ment—thanks to the fKilitical terrorism of Vice 
Pre.sident .Xixon, 
Xixon even made a speech in the 1954 cam­ 
paign boa.sting how he had forced Condon’s se­ 
curity clearance to be revoked. 


Start of “ .McCarthylsm” 


Nixon's role as a witch-hunter ha.s been for-’ 
gotten by many, and he, probably more than 
any other, would like to forget it. 
But here 
in California, his tactics against Democratic 
Congressman Jerry Voorhis of Pasadena are 
remembered as the first beginning of McCar- 
thyism. 
This was in 1948, four years before McCarthy 
made his first charge of 205 card-carrying Com­ 
munists in the State Department. Nixon smeared 
Voorhis as a pro-Communist and won. He found 
it worked so well that he u.sed the same smear 
on Congresswoman Helen Gahagan Douglas and 
defeated her for the Senate in 1930. Joe McCar­ 
thy came out to help Nixon’s campaign, watched 
the technique and a few months later applied 
N ix o n ’vS tactics on a nation-wide basis. 
It will 
take American science many-years to catch up 
from the defeats sulfered at the hands of Nixon 
and McCarthy.
